to Prestonsburg in Floyd county, 
and east through Pike county to 
connect with Norfolk & Western 
in West Virginia. This road 
will be about 80 miles in length 
and will penetrate Magoffin, 
Floyd and Pike counties, which 
now have no railroads. 

Another road contemplated by 
the Louisville and Atlantic will 
run from Beattyville, the seat of 
Lee county, almost due south 
from Booneville, the seat of Ows- 
ley county, through Olay and Bell 
counties, crossing the West Vir- 
ginia, Pineville & Tennessee 
road, a very short branch of the 
I, & N. road, crossing the L. & N. 
road at Pineville to the Cumber- 
land river and Tennessee, a few 
miles further south. This road 
is 70 miles long and traverses 
Owsley and Clay counties, now 
having no railroad. — Richmond 
Register.

The people of Clay City would 
very much like to see the branch 
of the L. & E. which is to be run 
from Indian Fields to Mt. Ster- 
ling, start from this place instead 
of Indian Fields, and is believed 
that it would be more profitable 
for the railroad people were it to 
start from here. This may be 
true but the opportunity is past. 
Wo have slept when we should 
have been hustling. The branch 
road from Mt. Sterling to some 
point on the L. A: E. road has 
been talked of for a long time, 
but it has just now occurred to 
our people that this road should 
start from the metropolis of Pow- 
ell. 

If we could have gotten this 
road it would have been of un- 
told benefit to our people and 
much prMlt to our business en- 
terprises. 

This should be a lesson to us 
so in the future when we see 
anything in Hight we will go to 
pulling for it whether there 
seems to bo any showing for suc- 
cess or not. Great things are 
obtained sometimes for the ask- 
ing. The old maxim of "All 
things come to him who waits," 
is superseded by the phrase, "All 
things come to him who hustles." 

This being true, it occurs to 
the Timks that Clay City is badly 
needing a commercial club to look 
up new locating enterprises, pre- 
sent our nutural advantages and 
artilicial inducements, like our 
more enterprising sister cities 
have. 



The Committee on Education No. 
1 of the House unanimouely decid- 
ed to report favorably the bill pro- 
hibiting co-education of whites and 
negroes in Kentucky. The com- 
mittee heard statements from per- 
sons advocating the bill, and also 
from President Frost, of Berea Col- 
lege, which sole institution will be 
affected by its passage. 

The Rev. Mr. Oliver, who rep- 
resents Lyon county, said if he 
were a member of the committee he 
would not permit President Frost 
to come before it, no more than he 
would permit President Roosevelt 
to eat with his family. 



As Harry I). Egbert, who had 
been condemned to hang at Salem, 
Oregon, stood on the scaffold, says 
an exchange, he said: "My friends, 
take me as a mark, keep your chil- 
dren off the street, and above all, 
out of the saloons. Bad raising and 
bad company is the direct cause of 
my down-fall." 

A number of parents should con- 
sider well the above advice before 
passiag it by. Half the children in 
Clay City, as in all other towns, 
are being brought up without cor- 
rect parental guidance, and it will 
be miraculous if a goodly number 
of them escape the penitentiary.

Senator (iorin has introduced a 
bill in the Senate to make it unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier., express 
company or an individual to trans- 
port any liquor into local option 
districts. 

This bill should pass, for as it 
now is it is very Ineffective and tin- 
uttUfactory in the local option tac- 
tions. Whiskey is shipped at 
will Into dry towns from the wet 
districts, thus over-rioing the in- 
tent of the law and the wishes of 
the local optionists. Some may 
think that with such a law enforc- 
ed it would be more favorable for 
the blind tigers. We doubt if it 
would for these unscrupulous deal- 
ers are as daring as possible under 
the present restrictions of the law, 
mid they certainly could be no 
more defiant under any law that 
could be enacted. 

The Heflin Bill, which provides 
an educational qualification that 
would eliminate the illiterate negro 
voter, has been virtually killed by 
the action of the House, which 
postponed the measure for an indefi- 
nite time.
